W ashington, Nov. 25 
<APi—The 
Catholic church mobilized its educa­ 
tional activities in the United States 
today for warfare against subver­ 
sive activities. 
Responding 
to an 
appeal 
from 
Pope Pius; XI. church leaders out­ 
lined a program for instructing more 
than 3.000,000 Catholic school ch il­ 
dren in "enlightened, conscientious 
American citizenship." 
The program w'as announced here 
Thursday night in a pastoral letter 
by Dennis Cardinal D ougherty, of 
Philadelphia and Hie archbishops 
and bishops who met here in O cto­ 
ber. 
The leaders said they were ‘seri­ 
ously alarmed by the spread of sub­ 
versive teaching and by the audacity 
of subversive action in our country ’ 
Catholic university in W ashing­ 
ton. their letter said, will compile 
more comprehensive text books to 
present principles of democracy and 
citizenship to Catholic school ch il­ 
dren. 
"Our people . . . must be held to 
the conviction that love of country 
is a virtue and that disloyalty is a 
sin," the latter said. 
Pope Pius recently told the church 
that revolutionary forces 
w ere 
at 
work iii the world and that a "con­ 
structive program of social action 
should be adopted. 
He said C a t h ­ 
olic University must give special a t­ 
tention to the teaching of civics. 
sociology and economics.
